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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group II in the reply filed on 5/13/05 is 
acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English lang uage. 
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4. Claims 1 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Deshpande et al. (US Pregrant Publication 2003/001 1080). Deshpande et al. disclose a 
gate stack (14) with a dielectric on the sidewalls (23) a vertical nitride spacer (24) 
overlying said dielectric and the gate stack on the sidewalls, and a nitride plug (28) 
sealing the underlying dielectric layer (see figure 1F), silicide contacts on the gate, 
source and drain regions (paragraph 0079). With regards to claim 12 Deshpande et al. 
disclose the vertical nitride spacer being aligned with the dielectric (see figure 2d). With 
regards to claim 13 the presence of process limitations on product claims, which 
product does not otherwise patentably distinguish over prior art, cannot impart 
patentability to the product. In re Stephens 145 USPQ 656 (CCPA 1965). Furthermore 
Deshpande et al. disclose the nitride being out of alignment with the dielectric (see 
figure 1d) With regards to claim 14 and 15 Deshpande et al. disclose the substrate is 
comprised of silicon. With regards to claim 16 Deshpande et al. disclose the patterned 
region contains a gate dielectric and a conductor region. With regards to claim 17 and 
18 Deshpande et al. disclose the gate dielectric is comprised of silicon oxide (see 
paragraph 0039). With regards to claim 19 and 20 Deshpande et al. disclose using 
polysilicon as the gate material (paragraph 0040). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
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the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 .
